DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks pages 5-7, filed 9/23/2009, with respect to 
the rejection of claims 1 and 4, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of independent claims 1 and 4 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3, 4, and 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to fairly teach or suggest the claimed plug-in furnace and kiln-oriented 
video camera and corresponding system, including the claimed elements that the 
furnace and kiln comprise a blast furnace of iron-smelting (1); wherein the video camera 
(19) is a micro video camera; wherein the pipe-typed cooler (9) has a diameter ranging 
up to 60-200 mm and a length ranging up to 200-3,000 mm; wherein the sight-hole (21) 
has an aperture up to 03-015 mm; and wherein the width of the gap of the blow-down 
gap (28) is 0.2 - 3.0 mm, as recited in amended claims 1 and 4.
